We all ſee how ſhe has been torn and man- 
'  gled of late, how her Power hath been que- | 

ſton'd, her Honour debaſed, and her true | 

Grandeur vilify d; and all this hath been done, 

only to make Way for Carual Reaſon and bare 

Religion; as if Power, Honour and Riches were 

no Eſfential Part of our Church. 

It is true, Reaſon and Religion are very good 

Things, when locked up amongſt the Arcana 

of a Church; but when they come to be once 

prbſtirured to the Hands of the Vulgar, they 

arg the moſt dangerous Inſtruments of 115 

Ruin. Then will the Sheep begin to judge of 

their Shepherds Sermons, and calling loudly for 

their Bibles, pretend to be their own Interpre- \ 

ters; and this deteſtable Licence ſhall be com- . 

mended under the ſpecious Name of Chriſtian 
Liberty. Our great Adverſary the Biſhop of 
| B r, hoping to get all the Faxaticks on his 
| Side, and thereby more effectually accompliſh. 
his pernicious Deſigns againſt Us, has rrump'd X 
up this Doctrine of Searching the Scripture, and 
ſubmitting our Confcience to no Man's Direction. | 
To ſupport which Here, he tells us, that 3 
no Set of Men, (not even the Clergy, whom ils 
we very juſtly call the Church) have any Au- 
rhority to direct the Conſciences of Men; 
that Chriſt is King in his own Kingdom, l 
and that no Power on Earth can add By- 
Laws to the Laws of Chriſt ; and that to 
© add Sanctions, Rewards, or Puniſhments to 
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* his Laws, is to dethrone Chriſt ; that we 
*: Prieſts are not by Divine Right, but only a

© [24udable Humane Inſtitution ; and that our 
Claim to our Sacerdotal Powers by an unin- 
* rerrupted Succeſſion from the Apoſtles, is a 
Chimera ; that our Excommunications are 
idle Terrors of Men; and that the Laity 
may go to Heaven. without our Interven- 
tion, Without Benet of Clergy. If this be 
not wreſting out of our Hands the very Lead- 
ing. Strings of rhe Laity, and at once deſtroying 
the Power of the Clergy, if this be not ma- 
king the Church of Chriſt a Babel, and his 
Kingdom a Realm of Confuſion, I know not 
what is. Thus does a Governor of our Church 


 ſhew himſelf leſs zealous for Her, than the 


Silverſmiths at Epheſus were for their Diana; 
whilſt they cry Great is the Goddeſs of the E- 
pheſians, he cries, Small is the Power of the 
Church of England. However ſince your great 
Self are pleaſed ro enter the Liſts againſt 
him, ſince you have been follow'd by ſuch an 
able Second as the Dean of Chichefter, and 
ſince Mr. Laws has laid down his Plan of 
Church-Power, to the utter Confuſion of rhe 
new Hereſy; I thall not fear to throw in ſome 
few of my Anſwers to the Biſhop's Arguments; 
which 1 will yenture to ſay no One has hand- 
led with more Freedom, nor declared them- 
ſelves againſt with more Sincerity, nor ſpoke 
out the Sentiments of the Orthodox Prieſt- 
hood with more Chriſtian Zeal. 

Firſt then, the Biſhop affirms » that our 
Church has not any Power to add By-Laws to the 
Laws of Chriſt, { would fain know, whether 
" « ol he

he doth nor allow, that any little Body Poli- 
tick hath a Power to make By-Laws for their 
own Honour, Profit or Safety; if fo, ſhall not 
our Church, our Clergy, a Body the moſt Poli- 
tick in the World, be permitted to have a poor 
Privilege, which is not deny d to the pettyeſt 
Burrough or to the meaneſt Corporation: 
That our Biſhops, Deans, Archdeacons, and 
the reſt of our Brethren, whoſe Revenues ex- 
ceed thoſe of all the Bodies Corporate in Eng- 
land, ſhould not be admitted to an Equality 
with any one Sett of prophane Laymen, who 
are ſtiled Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council, 


ſeems to me not only blaſphemous, but even - 


ridiculous to affirm. Oh ! poor Church to 
what low Ebb art thou reduced? 

In the Second Place, the Biſhop affirms, 
that to add Santtions of this World to the Laws 
of Chriſt, is to act againſt Chriſt, for his King- 


om is not of this World. I muſt ask the Bi- 


ſhop another Queſtion here, and that is, whe- 
ther in the time of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, 
Men were not afflicted, for their want of 
Faith, and for their Sins, by Corporal and 
Temporal Puniſhmznts from Heaven, ſuch as 
Blindneſs, Lameneſs, Palſy, &c ? ] think, from 
our Saviour's common Phraſe in curing theſe 
Infirmities, 2 Sins are forgiven thee, that it 
plainly appears that theſe were Temporal Pu- 


niſhments for Sin: And yet no one can af- 


firm that theſe Temporal Puniſhments were 
a Bar to the Eternal ones. So now in the 


Chriſtian Diſpenſation, Corporal Er 
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and Temporal Diſcouragements may be an- 
nexed to the want of Faith, and to the Com- 
miſſion of particular Sins, and yer no way in- 
rerfere with the Eternal Chaſtiſements reſer- 
ved for Sinners in another World. And indeed, 
as the Puniſhment of Sin here on Earth has 
by the greareſt Divines been believed to be 
an Alleviation of it hereafter, I cannot ſee 
but that Chriſtian Charity and common Hu- 
manity teach us to fall heavy upon all 7yf- 
dels, Schiſmaticks and Hereticks, and to per- 
ſecute them with the utmoſt Rigour out of 
mere good Nature: at leaſt, we cannot blame 
thoſe of our Brethren thac act upon ſo good 
a Principle. 


Thirdly, The Biſhop denies, That any Sett of 


Men can have à Power over other Mens Conſci- 
ences, or that they can interpret the Laws of Chriſt 
Authoritatively for any one, for no Church is In- 
fallible. In anſwer to this Aſſertion, I ſhall 
deal more ſincerely with the Prelate, than any 
of his Antagoniſts have done, and own at 
once, that I think our Church is Infallible. 
And though at this Moment you may think 


I fay too much, yet I ſhall in its proper Place 


prove that you have ſaid the ſame I hing, and 
then I am ſure I need not fear my being in an 
Error. To return to the thing in Queſtion. 
I readily agree with the Biſhop, that it would 
be Nonſence in Terms to ſay that a Church 
that was Fallilie could act Infallillyj. Which 
if a Church cannot do, ſhe cannot pretend to 
impoſe her Interpretation of Chriſt's Laws up-

on others, becauſe they may be in the Right 
and ſhe in the Wrong. And indeed though 
no Church but the Roman has claimed Infal- 
libility in Words, yet none in the World bur 
claims it in Fact. To convince Mankind of 
this Truth, I defy any One to ſhew me an 
Inſtance of a Charch, that hath acknowledg d 
itſelf in an Error. Did riot the Synod! of Dort 
proceed every whit as vehemently againſt the 
Minority (which is in otlier Words the Here- 
ticks) as the Council of Trent? Indeed they had 
not ſo many Engires of this World at their 
Command, but they ſeemed ta have a Spirit 
to have ſet as many at work. I have known 
many worthy Men, who have believed the 
Infallibility of a General Council; nay all pious 
Chriſtians do entirely ſubmit to the Decrees 
of the Four firſt General Councils, as infallible. 
And why a Divine of the Church of England, 
may not allow the Convocation Iufallibility, I 
know not. For my own Part, I fee no Ab- 
furdity in allowing, that when an Aſſembly of 
regularly ordained Divines meet to. eſtabliſh a 
Doctrinal Point, there may be an infallible Spi- 
rit preſent, directing the Reſolutions of the Majo- 
rity. Omitting all the Cloud of Witneſſes, 
which I could bring from the Fathers, from 
the Councils, and from the Pope's Declarations, 


to evince this Matter, I ſhall only mention 


that wiſe Article in the Decreef of the Council 
of Trent, of which Father Paul gives us an 
Account, That all Seculars ought to receive 
that Doctrine of Faith which is given them

And now give me Leave, worthy Doctor, to 
quote a Paragraph our of your * firſt Let- 
ter to the Biſhop, wherein you thus ac- 
knowledge Chriſt ro be the Head of the 
Church. At his Departure into Heaven when 
he was no longer to govern his Church in Perſon, 
he provided for the good Government of it by others, 
whom he commiſſioned to bear Rule and Authority 


over his Subjects, to be his Vicegerents, to act in. 


his Name and Stead, and to perpetuate a Succeſſion 
of Men, thro all the ſucceeding Ages of the World, 


in whom the fame Powers ſhould be lodged ; and 


tho he made none of them infallible, &c. 

Now tho? at firſt Sight this may ſeem to be 
a total Renouncing any Title to Iifalibilzry, 
yer I ſhall in its proper Place, ſhew that you 
mean nothing leſs. This therefore may dy an 
incurious Reader be taken for a Tranſcript from 
the Ghoſtly Fathers abovemention'd, but to a 
critical Eye will appear to be a great Improve- 
ment on their narrow Scheme, which confines 
the Succeſſion to one armed Chair. A poor local 
Buſineſs ! If we underſtand one another, this, 
Dr. Snape, is your meaning, That when Chri/t 
went to Heaven, he provided for the good Govern- 
ment of his Church by others, that is by his 
Twelve Apoſtles, (at the Head of whom, he 
placed St. Peter) whom he commiſſion d to ex- 
pound his Laws, to bear Rule and Authority o- 
ver his Subjects, (even over our Fellow-Subjets 
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(1) 
* the Fallen Angels, whom they often caſt forth 
and diſpoſed of their Faſtneſſes) to be bis 
Vicegerents to att in his Name aud Stead; a 
Power which they could never have preſumed 
ro exerciſe, had they not, for that Purpoſe, 
been made Iufalible by the Holy Ghoſt. How- 
ever, as they were not made immortal, it was 
neceſſary for the Preſervation of the Church, 
that when theſe Apoſtles went to Heaven them- 


| ſelyes, they ſhould leave others in their Room 


to perform their Funftjons in the Church, that 
ſo there might be a perpetuated Succeſſion of Men 
thro' all ſucceeding Ages, in whom the fame Paw- 
ers (of Infallibility, Vicegerency and the like) 
were to be lodged: Datur ergo infallibilis Contra- 
verftarum fide Judex. That is, we have Jufal- 
libility ſomewhere, and ſome how or other 
lodged in our Church. For what figrifics an un- 
interrupted Succeſſion from the Apoſtles, if their 
Succeſſors are not yeſted with the SA NE 
PowErs which they had ? But why do I call 
them Sacceſſors, ſince they can haye no Right 
to be ſtiled ſuch, unleſs they have the S AN RE 
PowERs? Will any One ſay that a Doge is 
or can be-properly ſaid to ſuceceu to a Ma- 
narch? Though he ſhould pretend to ſet on 
the ſame Throne, and to put on. the ſame 


Dreſs and Pageantry with the King that 


preceeded; yer if he does not ſucceed to the 
Regal Authority and Power, a Man ſhall as ſoon

pan: - 
perſwade me that Æſop's Beaſt in the Lyon's 
Skin was, what he prercnded to be, as that 


ſuch a Doge can continue the Succeſſion of a 


Monarchy. So that to deny Infallibility to our 
Church, is at once to deſtroy irs whole Title 


to an wninterrupted Succeſſion from the Apoſiles ; 


it is taking away the Divine Right of Epiſcopa- 


; it is diminiſhing or rather (I fear) abroga- 
ting all Church- Authority, by founding it upon 


the poor ſecular Baſis of a decent Human Inſti- 


tution. This may ſerve to ſhew the Danger 

and Folly of diſclaiming Ivfallibility. | 
I confeſs at the End of that Paragraph, which 

I already cited out of your firſt Letter to the 


Biſhop, you ſay that he (Chriſt) made none of 


them (the Apoſtles Succeſſors) infallible. This 
the World has underſtood ro be ſaying, tha? 
they had and that they had not the ſame Powers 
with the Apoſtles, in the ſame Breath. Such 


Expreſſions in the Biſhop muſt indeed have 


paſs'd for groſs Nonſence, becauſe that he, 
being unacquainted with our Church-Logick, 
could not have brought himſelf off. But I 


will undertake that, thro' the Help of ſome 
ice Diſtinctions, you ſhall appear very con- 


ſiſtent, with all as true Sons of the Church, 


and which is harder yet, with your own ſelf. 


For it is plain, that you do not any where 


. | aſſerr that the Succeſſors of the Apoſtles are not 


infallible, but that he (Chriſt) made none of them 


fo. Now every one knows that 3

was the Gift of the Holy Ghoſt, a conſiderab 
Time after Chriſt was aſcended into —_

And ſince we are, none of us, Arians, (as ma- 
ny of the Biſhop's Friends are) but do allow 
- a Diſtintion of Perſons in the Trinity, it is 


evident that you affirm a Truth, when you 


ſay, Chriſt made none of them infallible. Thus 


may you ſee how, by a ſubtle Diſtinction kept 
in Petto till a Time of Need, we can avoid the 
Charge of Nonſence and Contradiction. A 
Liberty never to be communicated ta the Lay- 
ity; as being a Right only annexed to the 
indelible Character. And indeed, we ſeldom 
fail of making uſe of our Privilege; for when 
we write for Proteſtantiſm we never forget to 
zack a Popiſb Salva, and when we write for Po- 
pery, we put ina Proteſtant Salvo. In which Art 
of Writing, our good Friend the Dean has diſ- 
covered a moſt admirable Talent. From what 
has been ſaid, ir manifeſtly appears, that you 
never really declared againſt Jnfallibility, as 
the Generality of Readers thought you did. 
But, worthy Doctor, your ſeeming Salvo, I 
confeſs, was very prudently ſubjoined ro your 


Claim of Apoſtalical Powers, that thereby (as 
you term it) our Claim might appear the 

more INNOCENT. For thoſe ſuperficial 
Readers, the Layity, ſhould we be ſo Im- 


prudent as to claim Fullneſs of Power and 


Trfallib;lity at the ſame Time, (tho the One 
does neceſſarily include the Other) might be 


ſo alarmed and provoked, as to deny us both,

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No, Sir, let us but get our Power once con- 


firmed, and we ſhall not ask any Body Leave 


to be infallible. For we ſee thar the Power of 
our ſecret Friend the Pope, does not ſo much 
conſiſt in his Infallibility, as his Iufallibility 
is built on his Power. Thus, Sir, though our 
Church Politicks utterly forbid us to ſpeak our, 
unleſs we are drove to a Pinch ; yet you 
yourſelf, as well as all other true Churchmen, 
do know, that the Apoſtles -left behind rhem a 
Succeſſion of Men veſted with the ſame Powers 
with themſelves, One of which we are ſure 
was Infallibility; and tho? we do not think it 
expedient to mention the Word (which like 
Balaam s Angel might open the Mouth of our 


Beaſt the Laity) yer tacitly we claim no leſs. 
And therefore I cannot think that the Bithop 


has acted a fair Part, in bringing an Argument 
againſt ys, which is only founded upon an O- 
pinion that we dare not ſpeak our Mind free- 
ly, and ſupport our juſt Claim to Authoritative 
Power in interpreting Scriptures, by owning our 
Infallibility, which that learned Prelate knew 
was the only Thing that could entitle us 
to rt. 


The laſt Argument which the Biſſiop has ur- 


ged againſt our Church s Intereſt, which I ſhall * 
take Notice of; is, that the Notion of an unin- 


 terrupted Succeſſion of Biſhops is not to be ſupport- 
ed from any Words of Scripture, and is not to be 
made out in Hiſtory ; and that t would bz wicked 


to make ſuch a Nicety a Thing on which = 
WE. Sal- 
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Salvation fpould depend. In Anſwer to this, 
I was once determined to have produced * 
thoſe many Texts out of Scripture, which you 
affirm that you could bring to evince the con- 
trary. Now as I knew that you could not 


mean the common Edition of the Scriptures, 


T looked into an old Bible in my Study ; 
which unluckily happen d to be that heretical 
One tranſlated by 7indal ; in which I could 
not even find the Word Church, much leſs any 
Account of Vicegerents and uninterrupted Suc- 
ceſſions in it. This plainly convinced me that 
he did not underſtand Greet; for had he 
skilled it, as well as Dr. Sherlock and ſome 
of as do, he could never have rendered the 
Word #z»wis Congregation, but Convocation or 
Church, nor A, Miniſters, but Lords or Ra- 


| lers, nor n Ind; © Ins xe, Paul the Servant of 


Feſus Chriſt, but Paul Chriſt's Vicegerent : For 
as the Dean very rightly obferves aux; does not 
always fignify a Servant or Slave, but may for

fies the Lord of Lords. However theſe groſs

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Rulers, Vicegerents and uninterrupted Succeſſi- 
ens; but alſq a Number of other wholeſome 
Texts, with very learned Notes, as pat to 
aur Scheme of Church-Government, as if you 
and 1 had written them our ſelves. Now, Re- 
verend Sir, ſince this Bible ſeems in a peculiar 
Manner to belong to you; being my ſelf fat 
your Inferior, I Thall not preſume to look for 
Hares in your Royalty, but leave you to ſtart 
thoſe many Texts, which you ſay you can 
find; and I doubt not but you will play 
Text againſt Text, as much to your Credit, 
as formerly you did Bzſhop againſt Biſhop. 
Thus relying wholly upon your Performance

Let then the Biſhop, and his Seconds, The Ene- 
mies*of all Revelation read here, and be con- 
founded.

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To proceed. As the Fathers the Jeſuits hold 
it lawful to murder and aſſaſſinate Princes, 
who are not for the unlimited Power of the 
Church, and can prepare for that purpoſe Bar- 
rieres, Chaſtels and Ravilliacs: So we never 
wanted our Perkins, Friends, Fenwicks and 
Shepheards, whenever we thought our Church 
was in-Danger. Not to run Parallels farther, 
by comparing the Extenfiveneſs of Charity a- 
mongſt the Jeſuits with what we practiſe, 
which would be only proving one Soſſa was 
like another ; I am ſure I have faid enough 
to convince any hearty Feſait that it is much 
more prudent for him to join with us of the 
High-Church, than to aflociate with the Biſhop 
of Br and his Fanatical Companies. 
Therefore I beg you to. communicate this 
Letter to Mr. Pillonniere; a Jeſuit he certainly 
was, and therefore is ſo now; and I doubt nor 
but as he is a Jeſuit, upon duly weighing 
what is here urged, he will deteſt that ſcan- 
dalous Cauſe, which he is now embarked. in, 
to flock with Birds more of his own Feather.

Latimer, and the reſt of the remarkable Diſtur- 
bers of the Church's Unity ; and whatever ill- 
grounded Opinions he may have entertain'd 
concetning us, becauſe we wear the Name of 
| Proteſtant, I can aſſure him, he would find he 
had a wofu! Canſe to defend, were we intruſted 
with thoſe Exgines of this World by which our 
happy Brethren beyond Sea daily preſerve the 
Authority, Peace, and Unity of the Church. 

Having thus fully confuted the Biſhop's. Ar- 
guments, and ſettled the Yjcegerency in Chriſt's 
. Fingdom in the Popes till the Reformation; tho 
where it now continues, I neither dare nor will 
bluntly affirm : In order to put in every honeſt 
Churchmax's Mouth a Defence of our Plan of 
Church-Government, I ſhall lay down a ſhort | 
Specimen of it, founded on the foregoing 
Church Maxims. And to do this with more 
eaſe, (ſince I have proved that the Aingdom of 
Chrif, notwithſtanding all Texts to the contra- 
ry, may be of this World) T will liken ir to 
ſomething that is actually vom in this World, 
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and that ſhall be to your Dionyſſan Monarchy at 
Eaton. : 
* Firſt then, as you ſit ſupreme Governour, en- 
compaſs d round with ſecular Engines, and veſt- 
ed with Power to ſet them on work, for the 
terrifying and keeping in Awe all thoſe, who 
attempt to diſturb the Peace of your School: 
So our grand Yicegerent (whether he be a Pope, 
a King, an Archbiſhop, or a Collective Body 
of Clergy) ought to fit ſupreme in the Spiritual 
Kingdom, aſſiſted with ſecular Engines, and 
veſted with Power to ſet them at work, as often 
as the Peace and Unity of the Church ſhall be 
moleſted. 5 
As you have the ſame Powers with the firſt 
Maſter that ever taught in your School, which 
were handed down to you by the preceding Ma- 
ſter, and which, when you leave the School, you 
will tranſmit to auot her, who will upon his Demiſ- 
ſion ſubſtitute likewiſe another, thereby to perpe- 
tuate a Succeſſion of School-Maſters at Eaton: So our 
eſent Spiritual Head of the Church hath che 
ame Powers with the firſt Vicegerent delegated 
to him; which Powers, when he can no longer 
remain ſupreme on Earth, will be tranſmitted 
to Others, who are to perpetuate a Succeſſion of 
ſuch Vicegerents through all ſucceeding Ages of 
the World | 
As in your Eatonian Kingdom it ſometimes 
happens, that when Negative Diſcouragements 
are not ſufficient to keep your Subjects in or- 
der, you apply Poſitive Puniſhments, and that 
effectual Engine the Rod. So = our Eccleſiaſti- 
cal .

cal Kingdom, when little Negative Diſcourgge- 
ments, ſuch as Occaſional and Schiſm Bills, are found 
inſufficient towards preſerving Church Unity, a 
Poſitive Application of Fines and Penalties, and

As none of your Children have any Right 
to judge for themſelves, or to queſtion your In- 
fallibility in expounding the Claſicks, even 
though you taught that Bavius and Mævius 
were better Poets than Virgil or Horace: So 
none of thoſe Babes the Laity ſhould pretend to 
Judge for themſelves, or queſtion the Church's 
Interpretations of Scripture, but receive them as 
Infallible; nay, they ought to ſubmit to the 
Church Authority, though ſhe taught that Sua- 
rex and Bellarmiue were greater Divines than 
"It. Pal and St. Fowes:. . _ . 
As no Boy ought to plead Conſcience for be- 
ing abſent from School, or refuſing to come to 
Repetition, or for not performing any Tast you 
ſhall ſer him: So no Layman ought to * aa 
Conſcience for not coming to Church, or for re- 
fuſing to joyn in the Common-Prayer, or for not 
ſubmitting to all the Impoſitions the Church 
ſhall think fit to lay upon him. 8 
Laſtly, as you have many Vice-Præceptors, 
who act under you, and ſhare with you in all 
the Privileges of your Government, as well ag. 
in Teaching and Puniſhing your Subjects, who 
cannot call thoſe Yice-Praceptors to an Account 
I —  Withour rebclliog againſt your Power: So our 
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(67) 
Spiritual Governor hath «s his Deputy Gover- 
nors to act under him, as well in Teachin 
and Puniſhing, as in all other Exerciſes of Do- 
minion over the Laity, who are not to queſti- 
on «s his Holy Uſhers for any thing we do. 

Thus have I ſhewn you, Learned Doctor, 
that the Laity are no better than School Boys, 
whoſe Reaſon, whoſe Conſciences, whoſe 
Backs, and Sides, in ſhort, whoſe Body and 
Souls ought ro be under our Diſcipline. This 
is the glorious Church- Scheme we ought to ſtand 
by. 'This is what the Wiſe and Politick among 
us have always been endeavouring to eſtabliſh. 
Since the Biſhop of B therefore, and a 
Sett of Free-thinking Laity pretend that every 
Man has a Right to judge for himſelf, which de- 
ſtroys our Whole goodly Deſigns at once; let 
all Honeſt Churchmen, ſuch as you and I, joyn 
Heart and Hand in Defence of our Church's 
Power; let us leave no Stone unturn d to make 
our Adverſaries Character odious; for which 
Holy Purpoſe, let us run into Company, be- 
tray Converſation, invent Scandal, and to ſup- 
port it, print Children and Ola Wives ales. 
Nay to ſerve the Church, let the Saying of Ju- 
zo be written in all our Hearts, 

Hledlere, fi nequeo, ſuperos, Acheronta movebo 
That is, 
Jo ſerve our Cauſe, if Heaven ſhould prove uncivil, 
Mel humbly crave Aſiſtance from the Devil.
